jTe  most  of  the  ehfldren  of  the  present  geo* 
atten  to  MsssaebtoetU  A  silk  cocoonery  would 
be  a  novel  sight ;  hut  there  are  many  oider  per 
tou  who  rememtor  the  time  when  numerous 
fanners  and  »<rerel  enterprising  clergyman 
throughout  the  State  had  a  few  silk- worms  * 
their  houses  or  earns,  whose  ears  was  son 
times  (strutted  to  the  women  and  children  of 
the  family.  For  although  at  the  begtonlog  of 
this  century  the  Oik  eultare  in  this  country  had 
almost  died  out.  yet  Strong  efforts  were  made 
to  revive  IL  Indeed,  for  two  handred  and  flftv 
yean  this  hrepch  of  Industry  has  been  seeking 
a  foothold  in  A  meric*  through  a  series  of  peri¬ 
odic  si  sod  enthusiastic  revivals,  each  ot  which 
has  been  follows*  by  a  re  active  failure.  Such 
a  revival  took  place  some  flftv  year*  ago.  It 
ax  tended  over  all  the  Eastern  sod  Middle 
States  Congress  even  was  affected  by  It,  and 
appointed  a  committee  to  report  on  the  culture 
of  the  mulberry  glib  reference  to  the  silk-worm. 
Massachusetts  took  fire.  Its  Legislature  In  1831 
appropriated  *W»  for  the  publication  and  dis¬ 
tribution  of  *  a>wu*l  on  silk,  which  was  pre¬ 
pared  by  Jonathan  H.  Cobb,  at  Dedham,  who 
was  one  of  the  most  earnest  silk  cultarist*  in 
the  State.  We  are  reminded  of  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  author  of  the  “  Virginian  Silk-Worm” 
when  we  read  In  the  report  of  the  legislative 
committee  that  (hey  ware  ”  satisfied  beyond  a 
doabt  that  we  have  power  to  produce  and  manu¬ 
facture  silk  in  this  commonwealth  to  an  Immense 
extent,  and  that  no  difficulty  is  to  be  encountered 
cither  from  soil  or  climate.  ”  The  argument  for 
the  cultivation  of  silk  was  enforced  by  the 
alanaiug  fact  that  about  this  time,  1823,  the  ex¬ 
port  of  breadstuff*  was  only  about  on*  half 
the  value  of  tha  silk  Imported. 

Silk  culture  soon  took  the  form  of  a  feverish 
•peculation,  and  grew  Into  a  aurprialngly  large 
bubble.  This  inflation  was  brought  about 
through  the  purported  discovery  that  the  marit 
muxttcaui u,  or  auuiy-branched  mulberry,  was 
the  beat  of  all  treea  for  silk  worms.  Aa  in¬ 
tense  rage  for  this  tree  sprang  up.  t  The  moat 
extravagant  prioea  were  demanded.  Dr.  Brock¬ 
et!  tells  os.  In  hi*  “Centennial  History  of  the 
8ilk  Trade,"  that  young  trees  or  cuttings  came 
to  be  worth  twenty-five,  filly,  one  hundred, 
two  hundred,  and  even  five  hundred  dollars  a 
hundred.  Immense  numbers  were  imported 
from  France.  3 at  suddenly,  tn  IS®,  tha  bub¬ 
ble  burst.  Not  a  few  nursery  men  were  utterly 
ruined,  and  the  next  spring  **  maMsanli*  tree* 
war*  offered  tn  rsta  to  tha  neighboring  feraars, 
'a*  a  dollar  a  |i 
branch  of  th*  industry 
from  that  dUae.cr.  and  to-day  there  in  lea*  allk 
raised  la  Ml  the  United  Staten  than  there  was 
to  Georgia  qje  hundred  and  twenty  years 
ago. 

The  result  op  many  experiment*  tn  silk  cul¬ 
ture  in  this  eohntry  has  been  to  prove  that  as 
Ana  quality  of  *Uk  can  be  raised  in  the  United 
Statee  as  hi  any  part  of  tha  world.  But  it  has 
also  aa  positively  pi  oven  that  >llk  cannot  be 
raised  here  and  reeled  aa  cheaply  aa  tha  raw 
silk  can  be  Imported  from  China  and  Japan.  It 
may  be  done  in  “  Ultimate  America,”  but  with 
the  pretest  relation*  of  labor  and  capital  It  can¬ 
not  easily  be  done  now.  Silk  raising  mast  pre¬ 
ferably  be  confined  to  countries  where  there  is 
a  deuse  population.  In  the  feeding  season  A 
requires,  an  immense  amount  of  labor,  which 
comes  all  at  once.  To  give  wage*  for  feeding 
silk  worms  anything  like  the  wages  that  are 
given  for  worft  tn  our  mills,  would  aot  pay  any 
more  than  it  would  not  to  set  men  to  feeding 
chickens.  Wherever  the  experiment  of  raising 
silk  worms  an  a  large  scale  has  been  tried,  ft 
has  failed.  They  are  too  liable  to  get  diseased. 
They  do  better  in  solsted  communities  or  fami¬ 
lies.  The  only  way  In  wbicb  silk  raising  can  bo 
carried  tea  without  loss  In  this  country  la  far 
each  farmer,  where  the  climate  will  permit,  to 
raise  a  moderate  quantity  cocoon*  of  yearly. seed¬ 
ing  them  to  large  filature*,  where  they  may  be 
successfully  reeled.  Tear*  ago,  reeling  was 
done  in  the  family  where  the  silk  was  raised.  It 
is  now,  fortunately,  a  separate  branch  of 
buafnete.  Even  in  China  and  Japan  this 
come  to  be  tha  case,  the  large  filatures,  with 
improved  machinery,  doing  the  work  batter 
than  U  could  be  done  at  home.  — . 


o  extend  lu  branches,  tt  make*  a  very  hand- 
ome  tree.  The  hemlock  makes  a  very  desire- 
i|«  tree  la  a  lawn  or  shrubbery,  but  dom  not 
ear  transplanting  as  well  a a  other  evergreen*. 
JUd  eedar  and  arborvtur,  when  aet  out  young, 
make  vary  desirable  trees.  They  maka  vary 

_ leataJ  hedges  when  properly  managed. 

The  Norway  sprue*  is  now  so  pertoetiy  acelb 
mated  that  H  thrives  aa  if  rt  were  “  to  th*  man¬ 
or  bore.”  When  the  tree  attains  large  pvopor- 
1U  horizontal  branches  and  long  pwodsnt 
are  very  oreameutaL  Hedges  « 4  Nor¬ 
way  sprue*  afford  excellent  shelter,  especially 
If  the  clipping  shear*  have  been  Judiciously 
iscd. 

When  transplanting  evergreen  trees  or  Rtrubs, 
th*  boie*  iu  which  they  are  to  be  set  *h*uld  be 
made  wide  and  the  soil  well  pulverised.  It  U  * 
good  plan  to  water  the  root*  after  they  have 
been  .lightly  covered  with  aoU,  aa  by  thin  means 
tha  moiature  will  be  retained  longer  than,  if 
water  la  poured  on  the  surface  after  th*  hoi* 
has  been  filled  with  roll.  A  mulch  of  ten  bark, 
old  sawdust  or  mock,  put  on  immediately  after 
the  trees  are  planted,  will  be  vary  beneficial.— 
WttUrn  Rural. 

A  CURIOUS  TACT  ABOUT  BREAD. 

A  Pari*  correspondent  calls  attention  to  a 
curious  fact  about  breed.  In  a  Utter  to  a  Naw 
Orleana<  paper.  Ha  aaya  :  “  Did  you  know 

that  bread  is  not  only  eaten,  but  eata  I  Dar¬ 
win  has  told  ua  that  soma  flowers  enjoy  a  por¬ 
ter-house  steak.  Tha  discovery  la  Interesting 
to  dyspeptics,  for  bread  can  be  made  to  do  tb« 
work  of  the  alimentary  casal  and  relieve  dys¬ 
peptic#  of  g)l  bother  except  mere  dcglatiUoo— 
and  of  course  paying  the  baker's  bill,  which  is 
harder  work  than  digestion.  Science  baa  sinca 
found  that  several  vegetable  juice*,  or  saps, 
dissolve  meat,  bat  M.  Scheurer  Ksaiuer  is  the 
first  person  who  observed  that  in  tha  process  of 
bread-making  a  peculiar  fermentation  takes 
plaea  which  produces  complete  digestion  of 
mast.  A  beefsteak  hashed  fin*  and  mixed  with 
dough  containing  jeast  disappears  entirely  by 
tha  bread  Is  taken  from  th*  oven. 
The  steak’s  nutritive  principles  are  dissolved 
and  Incorporated  into  the  bread.  Not  tha  least 
curious  phenomenon  noticed  in  thee*  circum¬ 
stance*  la  that  meat,  which  so  rapidly  becomes 
putrid,  when  once  incorporated  into  bread, may 
be  kept  longer  than  ordinary  bread.  Bread 
made  iu  1873  has  been  shown  in  the  Academy 
ot  Science  ;  It  was  aa  sweet  and  free  from  mold 
aa  when  It  first  came  oat  of  the  oveo.  At  first 
M.  Scheurer  Kestuer  used  raw  meat ;  he  mixed 
one  and  one-tenth  pounds  of  flour,  one  pound 
of  leaven  and  three-fourths  of  a  pound  of  raw 
beef  minced  fine  ;  water  in  sufficient  quantity 
was  added,  and  the  dough  was  left  to  ferment. 
In  two  or  three  hours  the  meat  had  disappeared. 
Tha  bread  was  then  baked  aa  usual.  This  meat.  ■ 
bread  had  a  disagreeable,  sour  tasted  To  re¬ 
move  It  M.  Scheurer  Kestner  first  boiled  the 
in  Just  the  quantity  of  water  necessary  to 
wet  the  floor,  and  used  this  water  to  kneading. 
The  meat  should  be  rid  of  all  fat,  and  only  salt 
enough  to  season  the  bread  added ;  for  If  salt 
be  added  the  bread  will  become  hamtd  (celt 
being  a  great  abaqrber  of  water)  and  spoil.  Th* 
objection  to  this  bread  ia  that  It  is  insipid.  If 
bacon  b*  used  Instead  of  beef  the  objection  la 
removed.  Teal,  too,  makes  a  delicious  meat 
breed.  All  there  hired*  may  to*  read  to  make 
ip.

la  answer  to  a  Nebraska  correspondent  i 
cc ruing  evetfreena  we  would  any  that  May  la 
generally  th  •  moat  suitable  month  for  trans- 
plan  ting  en  greens,  and  the  time  selected  for 
tbs  operatic  i  Is  usually  when  the  **w  growth 
is  about  to  *  ymmencc.  When  transplanted  to 
the  tall,  tbaj  are  sometime*  killed  by  the  frost 
of  winter,  end  when  set  out  vary  early  to  tha 
spring  they  become  dry  and  seared  by  the  ex¬ 
posure  to  tfc«  wind  and  sun,  so  that,  to  fact, 
ao thing  is  Mined,  and  much  is  generally  teat, 
by  transplanting  to  the  fail  or  too  aariv  to  the 
spring. 

Evergreen*  which  have  been  ratted  from  tM, 

are  tha  beat  suited  to  the  waste  of  th*  planter. 
They  become  well  furnished  with  branches  and 
roots  It  iq  always  wall  to  taka  op  a  balk  of 
sarth  with  th*  roots  when  this  can  be  daac. 
Some  person*  who  have  been  very  successful  in 
transplanting  trees  do  not  take  up  a  boil  of 
earth  ;  they  rely  for  success  on  the  preservation 
of  tha  root*,  by  taking  them  up  carefully  sad 
keeping  them  from  oxpasure  to  wind  a w  i 

The  salt* re  of  evergreen*  should  be  osoch 
tears  axis  naively  practised  than  it  (a,  a*  they 
are  very  useful  and  ornamental.  They  make 
an  agceUegt  shatter  when  planted  for  emeus, 
and  modify  the  rigore  of' winter  by  generating
